Ideology fits 
this technique of anslyséis well since it is uesvelly present in seme form 
and differences in the content of ideologies seem to be related to differ- 
ences in the power releticnship of nations in the contemporary world. The 
extminstion of the relative importance and interrelation of iteology and 
power will be accomplished in three steps. First, those areas of the worle 
Where the sane or similer ideologies exist will be clarified emi nemed, 

The types of ideology and power in these blocs will be considered here. 

Secomi, the relationship of ideology ani power within the blocs therselves 
Will be examined. Third, the interrelation between the tlocs, their idec- 
logies emi their reletive power will be examined as pert of the conclusion. 

The choice of ideology a6 a veriable and power ss a constant is not 
limiteé to Wolfers. Stceseinger states thet ideology serves the peculisr 
function of justifying power and trensforming it iate stthertty.” Moreentheu

@O as to facilitete the finiing af solutions to surrent and future foreign 
affairs problem. This may be considered as a technician's epproech vice 
that of a scholar. This ig net to say that the approach of such persons 

is not thorough 6m analytical, but rather thet the term in which these 
approeches are couched sre designed to Pacilitete their we, upon caspletion, 
by others. The audience for which these works are cireeted include poli- 
ticians, diplomats, ideologues (ectivist intellectuals) and etudents. 
Whether these studjents are destined to te scholars or technicians ie @ soot 
point. The greatest shortcoming from which studies of this type suffer is 
thet of personal value and goel judgments vy the uuthor. This is not te 
comer vsiue and goal orientations by authors, tut rather to stress that 

in ony Work in Which thie ia present one must te alert to understent the 
euthors ortentation end make sppropriate ellowences for it. The simplest 
test for worisa of this type is found in the conclusion. The presence here 
of recommendations for action end desirous predictions {is e good iniication 
that persoral values heve played some role in the interpretation of mterial 
used in the preceding work.

In an execpereted wranmer ome could say that power is whatever the 
apeaier defines it to be. The speaker need not be consistent either so 
lem ws the term is redefined vith each verient use. One aspect of the 
term on which there {5 agreenent though is that power bes the effect of 
influencing the behavior of others irrespective of the exmct mam used. 
In world politics there is generelly more cf the coercive foarve aspect of 
power present then in meet domestic affeirag. This seems to be due to the 
evallebility of other influencing devices such aa econemic, legei snd 
social sanctions, which sre net present in the same respect in world politics.

@ither festern or western blocs. China and Cube seem to heave further 
Gretiiooe plens for becaming the leeders of nes or existlag re@iamel Ulecs 
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(Aete and Eouth Amrice, respectively). Chin's present fowtig policy 
dmiicates that ahe would lise to Secome the leader of the entire non-aligned 
vlec, if peasible. 

The relation of ideology and power in the non-aligned comtries is 
unique because ofa isck af absolute power (cuercive force) such as exist 
im the other blocs. This lack of militery emi industriel capscity is 2 
pretosinant factor in the interweational affairs of ail these countc hes. 
Though China could hardly be called weat, her imustriel ané militery 
ttrength reletive to cther mijor powers in international affeirs is, at 
present, noticeebly leas. In thase relatively more advamed countries of 
this blice, there is still o widespread lack of imiustriel ené militory 
strength. The extermml relations ani policies of these countries ere al- 
most totelly determined by their internal coniitions and the desires of 
the politics] clites ruling them. 

The interesting point sbout the ideologica) component of the power 
factor in these countries is thet while they hove ea mobilised pupulation, 
that hes fervor and commnitwent, they have no cleercut social tlueprint 
Such as is usually the geal which inepires a commitment to ection by the 
mecses. Lise hes deseribed this peeudo-ideoclogy as veing based on internal 
economic need und the desire of the politics] elites to meet these needs 
while minteining their personal power by esppearing non-subdserv isnt to 
either the o14 imperialist countries or the Soviet, Union.“ In many ceses, 
the elites of these non-sligned countries are Nestern edweated, This 
Weetern education is provebly why, though they are not pro-Weat, they are

One continuing protlem which the elites co? the nom-aligned bloc are 
Genling with ja that of how to remin in contre] of a mebtlized mass which, 
now thet it hes been awakened to ite comlition, desires rapid progress. 

The rapidity which is sought by the suseee is creater than thet which can 
be echievyed by interns] seans alone. Some of their grals in fact are 
beyord 41) reasoneble ability of repid fulfillment. The cry for “Yhurn” tn 
Kenya is one such case. 

In gumming up the situation in the non-aligned bloc, the lack cf 
physical power would probably heed the list. ‘The elites fece a dilemm of 
trying to mintain internal stability (plus incrensing their legitdemcy) 
while increasing internetional prestige.

The material presented thus far has been on sttempt to show thet the 
present verld situation ia ome in which there are three blocs of scamewhat 
related countries. The relation of power and iieology within these blocs 
is os different ae ere the natures of the idecicgies thempelves. There 
appears Little ground at this point to asswee that tnter-bloc relations 
might be an extension of intre-bloc relations. To try ami fing some higher 
common denasinator for understamling the relationship would in ell likeli- 
nese result in such vague generalities es to preclude any wesningful con- 
cius ions. 

A narraver appronch, such as one which deols with power alome as the 
sole determinant for ell politicel actions (4 le Morgenthau, Clande, etc.)

An approach which would ettempt to use ideclogy alone would elec ve 
Something less than ceuplete. While ideology 16 an important element of 
power, it would not he able te sccount for situetions where two countries, 
or blecs, had en identical ideology but were #4111 oppesing exch other in 
& crisis situmtion. 

in view of this inseyureble relation tetween ideclogy end pewer, the 
mext section vill exemine the relative {mportence and interrelation of each 
within the three bloce themselves.

The stelemte which 
currentiy exists in this wiliteary erem hes tenied to drive the competition 
tetveen the East and West into the ideclogical ent economic arwe. In this 
iseological eres, the myth of the west, by ite Statue “ue neture, finds it 
digficult to ccenpete for the commitmente af peeples who went change in rapic 
syveeping form. The west therefore tries to “<eep the struggle in terms of 
morsel values awl economic progress. In this eres, the Communist "pie in 
the sky future”, is challenged ty the more advanced meterial progresa of 
the Nest. 

The West, internally, can be said to see ite ideology (myth) es important, 
minly due to the legitimate neture (raticml-legal) of the existing Western 
@uthority. In externel effaira the myth is advocated, cut pigwiceal and 
economic power sre in reelity the most impertent elemente in the influencing 
af others.

In the relation of power and ideclogy in thewe countries, tie most 
cevicus point that stands out is the alscst complete lect of the coercive 
power ¢lement Which is found in the other biocs. Absence here ia not dy 
choice but due to industrial and technelegical leg. Power in other form 
is preeent. The first form is that of world opinion. The non-eligned 
mations are the awifence and consumers for which the West end the Cunmmniste 
are cuspeting. Beth competitors believe that they will, in the long run, 
peevuil. They fee) thie inpending success in conjunction with a telic? 
that the other side will either change or collapse in the long run. The 
besis of the interest which the two competing biccs huve in the aeutral 
bloe is therefore three fold. First, they seex to belp advance them 
politically, ecomomicelly am! inlustrially. Secom, they see«x to show 
them what they (the competitors) believe to be the correct form of socio- 
peliticel organizations and institutions. Third, they seek to add thes 
to their aide or sphere of influence so that eny so-called balance cf 
power in the aeuse of stability will ultimetely ve in their (the strongt 
aiten) favor.
